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CLEAR-UP DEADLINE SET FOR OWNERS OF DILAPIDATED PUB

OWNERS of a ‘dilapidated’ Bloxwich pub 
have got until next month to clear up a pub 
which has blighted residents’ lives, a Wal¬ 
sall MP has said. 

David Winnick has been told no appeal 
has been received by the town’s council over 
an order to clear up The Eagle pub site on 
Cresswell Crescent on the Mossley Estate - 
and that all work must be done and waste 
materials cleared by August 15 at the latest. 

And the owners of the now demolished 
Leathern Bottle pub, also on Cresswell 
Crescent, can also expect an order from 
Walsall Council over the need to tidy up the 
rubble at that site. 

The Walsall North MP said: “Residents 
certainly hope that some progress at long 


last will be made over these two sites, which 
have become such eyesores on the estate.” 

Vandals have targeted the pub sites and 
council officers have previously said that 
both could be rat infested. The Eagle, which 
stands at the junction with Tintern Cres¬ 
cent, was closed in 2007 after a man was 
shot in a fight on St Patrick Day’s that year. 

Councillor Bradley Allen, who represents 
Bloxwich West, said of The Eagle site: “My¬ 
self and the other ward councillors Louise 
Harrison and Matthew Follows have been 
working hard to get this sorted. We have 
managed to get a section 215 notice im¬ 
plemented in relation to both sites which 
means the owners have got two months to 
sort it out. The mess there really is a blight 


on people’s lives. It is mainly the visual im¬ 
pact it is having on residents. There have 
been cases where there have been evidence 
of drugs although that has not happened 
very often. 

“The Bottle is causing the main problem 
because it has been demolished and it is just 
rubble. There isn’t much problem with The 
Eagle.” 

He added: “I would just like to tell resi¬ 
dents we are doing our absolute best to get 
this sorted out. At the moment it is just a 
waiting game.” 

Councils are able to enforce owners to 
clear up their land if residents are ‘ad¬ 
versely affected by the condition of land in 
their area’.

A BRIDE-TO-BE was left devastated when the wedding 
firm she’d booked went bust four days before her big day

Childhood sweethearts Stephanie and Sean O’Connor, both 37, from 
Walsall, were heartbroken when LA Weddings and Events, based in 
Whittlesey, Cambridgeshire, announced on Facebook they’d gone into 


liquidation days before their weddi 

The couple claim they had paid £700 for 
their services which were now no longer 
available. But when kind-hearted wedding 
planner Olivia Briscoe, owner of Small 
Touches Wedding Hire, heard about the 
loved-up duo’s plight, she pledged to trans¬ 
form their venue at Aston Villa Football 
Club into one fit for royalty for free. 

Mother-of-two Stephanie said: “When I 
read the news on Facebook that the com¬ 
pany had gone into liquidation I was devas¬ 
tated. I actually screamed and collapsed on 
the floor and couldn’t stop crying.

“The wedding was less than a week away 
and we didn’t have the time or the funds 
to be able to get the venue ready. All my 
bridesmaids came round on the Tuesday 
and we spent the day ringing people who 
might be able to help out with the coral 
colour theme.” 

As Stephanie drove past her florist’s 
shop she decided to drop by in a last-ditch 
attempt to see if she knew anyone who 
could help. She said: “I spoke to Jo McDon¬ 
nell, owner of Joanne’s Florist, who said 
she knew a wedding planner called Olivia 
who might be able to help. Within 10 min¬ 
utes Olivia rang me up and then later I met 
her at her house to discuss what I wanted.

“We ended up with something bigger and 
better than what I was having in the first 
place -the decorations were unbelievable.” 

Olivia said: “When Stephanie went into 
the shop and spoke to Jo she was physically 
shaking, and when she came to see me she 
was really depressed about the whole thing. 

“I’d only been married three years so I 
know how it important it is for everything 
to be just right. When I heard about the 
business being liquidated just before their 
big day I was completely taken aback and 
knew I had to help.” 

Olivia sprang into action organising the 
seating plans and venue decoration includ¬ 
ing starlight backdrop curtains, centre 
pieces, centre piece mirrors and chair covers 
- even staying until midnight the night be¬ 
fore to complete it. She said: “We managed 
to kit it out in just three days.” 

Stephanie, who honeymooned in Las 
Vegas, said: “I just kept crying - Olivia has 
been my wedding fairy godmother. I had the 
best day of my life.” LA Weddings has been 
approached for comment. The only reply 
was an automatic response saying the firm 
had gone into administration.

Woman avoids jail term 
despite hoax bomb calls 


A WALSALL woman who plagued 
emergency services with hoax 
bomb calls over two days in 
June and harassed a care home 
for three and a half months has 
narrowly avoided jail. 

Katie Jellings, 27, of Riddings 
Crescent in Pelsall, made the threats 
against staff at the Woodcross Nurs¬ 
ing Home, where her fiance of three 
years is a resident, because she said 
they were preventing her from seeing 
him. 

Her campaign of intimidation lasted 
between January and April but ramped 
up significantly last month, when she told 
police five times over June 14 and June 15 
that bombs had been planted at the home. 

Prosecutor Mark Cooper said: “She was 
upset at the staff because [she said] they 
wouldn’t let her speak to her boyfriend. 
It just seems like petty revenge...but with 
serious consequences.” According to Mr 
Cooper, she had even called takeaways and 
asked for them to bring food to the home 
in the early hours of the morning, causing 
delivery drivers distress. 

Services 

“Some got aggressive. They had attended 
in good faith and they expected to be paid 
for their services,” Mr Cooper said. 

A probation officer who met Jellings be¬ 
fore her sentencing said: “It was coming up 
to her nan’s death anniversary and she said 
she was feeling depressed and down and 
couldn’t get through to her partner. 

“She didn’t have her family to go to 
speak to.. .She didn’t think of her actions. 

“The relationship with her parents is 
temperamental and she has had a three 
year relationship with her partner. She left 
school at 16 with no qualifications. She did 
go to college but was not able to cope with 
it.” 

She added Jellings had been in care be¬ 
tween 2008 and 2010 and had been desig¬ 
nated a social worker to help her. 

She continued: “[Jellings] is very fearful 
and has been tearful and has been worried 
about the implication of a prison sentence.” 

Magistrates ordered Jellings to serve a 
12 month community including a 25 days 
activity requirement. She must also pay 
£185 in costs and an £85 surcharge.

Hot-to-trot Gypsy the horse, 
from the Gartmore Riding School 
in Staffordshire, was at Salisbury 
Primary School in Salisbury Street 
as part of the Free Spirit Horse 
Memorial Appeal, to remember the 
fallen stallions of World War One. 

A total of £1,000 was raised at 
the event, and will go towards a 
horse memorial at the National 
Memorial Arboretum in Stafford¬ 


shire. Tracy Francis, director of 
the riding school, was grateful to 
the children for getting involved 
and helping raise the cash. 

She said: “The children were 
very excited. A lot of the children 
don’t have access to horses so it 
was really good for them. It’s very 
in keeping with the Battle of the 
Somme and remembering the eight 
million horses that were killed in 
World War Two. It’s amazing that 
the school has contacted us to be 
part of this, and they’ll be able to 


go to the Walsall Arboretum and 
see the legacy that is being left. 

“They are looking to raise some 
more money for us as well. It’s been 
amazing so far, if all the schools 
could help us it would be fantastic.” 

The project kicked off in 2014 
and a memorial statue worth 
£90,000 will be built once the funds 
have been raised. 

An art competition in Liverpool 
kicked off the fundraising, and 
schools from Edinburgh to Devon 
have also been getting involved. 


Mosque set 
to be built 
despite fear 
of tensions 

A MOSQUE is set to be built in Walsall’s 
highest crime area despite police fears it 
will cause ‘tension’ in the community. 

The Ahmadiyya Muslim Association 
(AMA) UK wants to convert a warehouse 
and offices in Vicarage Place, Caldmore, 
into a place of worship. 

Planning officers at Walsall Council 
have now recommended the proposal be 
given the green light. While West Mid¬ 
lands Police has not officially opposed 
the scheme the force raised concerns. 

A planning report which summa¬ 
rises their response states: “There is an 
awareness that there may be increased 
community tension from the local com¬ 
munity and other organisations opposed 
to this type of development. This is the 
highest crime area in Walsall so security 
measures are recommended.” 

Dozens of people have lodged objec¬ 
tions with the council including two pe¬ 
titions which between them have been 
signed by more than 50 people. 

Their main concern have been stated 
as: “The mosque will only be used by one 
part of the community which will create 
further community tensions.” 

But a council officer who has reviewed 
the development has dismissed the is¬ 
sues concluding there are no planning 
grounds to refuse a mosque in principle. 

They have also declared a Govern¬ 
ment planning inspector ruled the site 
suitable for a place of worship when a 
separate bid was put forward previously. 

Their report said: “The proposals are 
being considered as a place of worship 
and community facility so reference to 
the different religious sectors is not a 
material planning consideration. 

“There are concerns about community 
cohesion but this is also not a material 
planning consideration. 

“Objections to the fact that there are 
already sufficient mosques in the Cald¬ 
more area is not a material considera¬ 
tion as there is no policy restricting the 
number of mosques or community facil¬ 
ities in an area.” 

The AMA declared one of the main 
reasons for opening a mosque would be 
to improve relationships in the area be¬ 
tween different religious followers. 

Locks giant part 
of £ll.5m deal 

The Wolverhampton site of locks 
giant Assa Abloy is at the heart of an 
£11.5 million land deal by an East Mid¬ 
lands-based property company. 

Custodian REIT, a property invest¬ 
ment group based in Leicester, has 
bought three properties in the deal, in¬ 
cluding one site belonging to Swedish 
group Assa Abloy, The Meadows build¬ 
ing on Cannock Road in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

Assa Abloy retains sole ownership of 
its headquarters in Willenhall and con¬ 
siders that an important demonstration 
of its commitment to a long term pres¬ 
ence in the area. 

The sale of the freehold of the Mead¬ 
ows site will have no impact on Assa 
Abloy’s activities.

Maternity 
pressures 
hope with 
NHS review 

PRESSURE on maternity units at 
Wolverhampton and Walsall could be 
eased pending the outcome of a re¬ 
view into services at Stafford. 

Both New Cross and Walsall Manor 
Hospitals have been under growing 
demand since January 2015 when 
consultant-led maternity services, 
for medium to high-risk births, were 
taken away from County Hospital in 
Stafford. But now NHS bosses have 
launched a review which will consider 
reversing that decision. 

Increasing numbers of women have 
been choosing to give birth at Wolver¬ 
hampton and Walsall with Stafford 
converted to a midwife-led unit. The 
announcement of a review comes two 
years after a request to do so by the 
Secretary of State for Health. 

The original decision to remove the 
consultant-led service followed the 
dissolution of Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust and was met with 
huge opposition from campaigners 
who warned it was a “disaster waiting 
to happen.” 

Support Stafford Hospital cam¬ 
paigner, Karen Howell, said: “This 
review is something we welcome, but 
is long overdue. As we were pointing 
out two years ago, there is going to 
be a huge increase in the population 
around Stafford. 

“Since the transfer of services there 
have been stories of babies born on 
the roadside. What we have got cur¬ 
rently is not a safe maternity service.” 

The Independent Review Panel is 
sponsored by NHS England and con¬ 
sists of a lay member and independent 
experts from across the region. 

Dr David Levy, medical director for 
NHS England in the Midlands, said: 
“I’m pleased to be able to announce 
the launch of this important review in 
Stafford and to have appointed panel 
members who bring senior level ex¬ 
pertise, independence and impartial¬ 
ity to this work.” 

A ‘listening’ event will take place in 
September, before which the panel is 
inviting comments via email.

Schools' healthy eating 
move to target obesity 


A NEW healthy eating programme 
will be introduced across schools 
in Walsall to tackle an obesity crisis 
amongst young people. 

The scheme, which will cost Walsall 
Council more than £250,000 a year, will 
be brought in from January 2017. 

The most recent figures released by the Na¬ 
tional Child Measurement Programme show 
that in 2014, 25 per cent of children in the 
borough were overweight when they entered 
reception, increasing to 37 per cent by year six. 

The council will look to hand over respon¬ 
sibility for the scheme to an outside party, 
after the previous company designated to pro¬ 
mote healthy eating in school, Food Dudes, 
wound-up in October 2015. 

Plans involve ensuring that schools provide 
healthy meals to pupils, as well as educating 
them on the benefits of healthy eating and ex¬ 
ercise and encouraging them to do both when 
outside school. Bosses discussed the plans at 
a health and social care scrutiny committee 
meeting. 

Overweight 

Councillor Marco Longhi, head of the scru¬ 
tiny panel, said: “It is a well known fact that 
over the years there has been an increase in 
young children who are overweight. 

“What this means is that they become used 
to living this lifestyle and accept it as they grow 
up into adults. This then puts a strain on NHS 
services and the local council. 

“What we want to do, aside from ensuring 
schools are offering healthy meals when they 
are looking after the children, is make sure the 
children themselves are educated about the 
positive effects of a healthy diet and the nega¬ 
tive effects of an unhealthy one. 

“This isn’t just about schools, it is about fam¬ 
ilies and children, but when the children are in 
school we want to help them any way we can.” 

It is hoped that the push towards healthier 
eating in schools will have a knock-on effect 
for the wider community after it was revealed 
earlier this year that more than two in three 
people across the borough were overweight. 

Councillor Ian Shires, who sits on the coun¬ 
cil’s health and wellbeing board, said: “This 
isn’t something we can force on people but we 
can educate and help so they make wiser deci¬ 
sions about their lifestyle. This is an interven¬ 
tion that we think is right for us to make and I 
believe it will be a success.”

NEWS IN BRIEF 

Council looking 
for care recruits 

MORE than 150 carer jobs are set to 
be created in Walsall over the next six 
months as part of a recruitment drive 
by Walsall Council. 

Working with disability charity 
‘Ideal for AH’, the local authority is 
looking to meet the increasing de¬ 
mand for one-to-one independent 
living support by encouraging more 
than 150 people to enrol as registered 
personal assistant carers. 

Currently, the council has 35 people 
working as personal assistants to the 
elderly, however they aim to increase 
that figure five-fold over the next six 
months. Claire Hammonds, senior 
commissioning officer for older people 
and vulnerable adults, said: “PAs typ¬ 
ically provide a range of personal and 
practical support to help people live 
their lives with greater independence. 

This type of work suits people who 
enjoy the company of others, like vari¬ 
ety, perhaps already work in the care 
sector, want part time hours or are 
looking for a second income.” 

MP Vaz hits out at 
student loan costs 

VALERIE Vaz has hit out on the Gov¬ 
ernment’s ‘far from progressive’ sys¬ 
tem of student loan repayments. 

The cost of paying off student 
loans is set to rise dramatically after 
the Government froze the earnings 
threshold at £21,000, going back on a 
pledge that it would change depending 
on average earnings. 

Walsall South MP Mrs Vaz said the 
change means that graduates will now 
pay more on their loans. 

At a debate over the issue with Min¬ 
ister for Universities and Science Jo 
Johnson, she said: “I am concerned 
that the system of repayments for 
2012 borrowers is unfairly complex 
for 17-year-olds, they are not financial 
advisers or lawyers. 

“Unlike other loans, the student 
loans agreements are exempt from 
consumer protection. 

It is unreasonable to expect 17-year- 
olds to understand and agree to them.”

IN these uncertain post-referendum 
days, do you not feel the sand shifting 
beneath your feet? Like many Leavers, I 
watched the results coming in with mount¬ 
ing delight, followed by that “what have we 
done?” moment, followed in turn by grow¬ 
ing pride and optimism.

Jail term cut for Asbi stalker of ex 


A BIRMINGHAM thug who left his 
ex ‘scared of her own shadow’ after 
leaving a magic set and other bizarre 
objects at her home has had his jail 
sentence cut by senior judges. 

Thomas Gill has been hounding 
his ex-partner relentlessly since they 
split in 2008, London’s Civil Appeal 
Court heard. The fixated 28-year-old 
was hit with an anti-social behaviour 
injunction after Birmingham City 
Council took him to court in 2012. 


That barred him from assaulting, 
harassing or pestering his ex, and 
from straying near her council home 
in Sutton Coldfield. 

The order was extended in August 
2014 after Gill breached it by bom¬ 
barding his ex with 184 ‘abusive and 
threatening text messages’. 

In February this year he was 
hauled before a judge at Birmingham 
County Court for a further series of 
breaches. Lady Justice Gloster ex¬ 


plained how Gill defied the Asbi by 
turning up at his ex’s home in De¬ 
cember 2015 and leaving a magic set 
and Xbox. Inside the same bag was 
a dictaphone containing an exple¬ 
tive-laced rant from Gill. 

Gill was sentenced to 14 months 23 
days for seven breaches of the Asbi 
in February at Birmingham County 
Court. At the Court of Appeal, Gill 
insisted the evidence of his latest 
breaches was ‘flimsy’. 


But Lady Justice Gloster, sitting 
with Lord Justice Lewison, said 
there was ‘no basis’ for overturning 
the county court’s damning findings 
against him. 

The judge pointed out, however, 
that Gill had admitted the most seri¬ 
ous breaches before magistrates and 
had made recent efforts to ‘turn his 
life around’. The court cut Gill’s sen¬ 
tence for his most recent breaches of 
the Asbi to 12 months. 



Thugs who stormed 
salon are spared jail

TWO thugs who stormed a Black 
Country hair salon wielding a ham¬ 
mer on New Year’s Eve have been 
spared jail. 

Mikkel Randell-Parchment, aged 21, 
felt he had been wronged by a woman 
who worked at Salon 529 in Walsall 
Road, Willenhall, and went there with 
20-year-old James Higgins. 

Randell-Parchment, of Coltham Road, Wil¬ 
lenhall, urinated on the salon’s window while 
Higgins, of Lime Avenue, Bentley, swung 
wildly at the owner with the hammer. The 
weapon was then used by Randell-Parchment 
to damage the salon’s windows. 

The pair were given 18-month jail sen¬ 
tences suspended for two years when they 
appeared at Wolverhampton Crown Court 
last Tuesday. Both men pleaded guilty to one 
count of affray. 

The court heard the terrifying attack came 
following a dispute between Randell-Parch¬ 
ment and the staff member and the pair had 
been banned from entering the salon. 

Arrest 

Oliver Woolhouse, defending Ran¬ 
dell-Parchment, said: “The difficulty with 
the young lady at the salon was that there 
was a quite serious allegation she had made 
against my client, which resulted in his ar¬ 
rest. He was interviewed, but no further ac¬ 
tion was taken and the allegation was found 
to be wholly unsubstantiated. 

“That caused emotions to run high and 
caused a dispute between the salon owner 
who employed that lady and my defendant. 

“I don’t seek to excuse his conuct but it is 
against that context and his relative inmatu¬ 
rity and that he was struggling to deal with 
serious allegations.” 

The court heard the attack at around 4pm 
on New Year’s Eve 2014 has had a lasting ef¬ 
fect on the salon’s owner. Phillip Brunt, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the owner was now ‘looking over 
his shoulder’. 

Recorder Michael Stephens, sentencing, 
said: “This took place at dusk to getting dark 
and I expect the salon owner was probably 
looking forward to a night celebrating the end 
of the year, as you should have been.” 

Andrew Tucker, defending Higgins, said 
his client’s involvement was short lived, that 
he had limited previous convictions. 

Both men were also ordered to do 200 
hours’ unpaid work, pay £250 compensation 
to the salon owner and £600 towards costs. 


THE development of Walsall’s new £12 million 
shopping and leisure complex is pressing ahead with 
the latest round of demolition work underway. 

Shop units at Market Square in the St Matthew’s 
Quarter faced the bulldozer on Wednesday, ready for 
the site to be transformed with the development of 
11 new units for retail and leisure use. Big name 
retailers Poundland and B&M have already signed 
up, with the former taking a 8,900 square feet unit 
on a 10-year lease. Demolition of the buildings at 
the rear of the complex in Lower Hall Lane began in 
February this year. 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, Walsall Council’s dep¬ 
uty leader, said: “We are delighted that work has 


advanced to this stage on the redevelopment of this 
key scheme. This is fantastic news for everyone 
who lives, works and shops in Walsall town centre. 
Revitalising this area of the town is a major boost, 
not just for retailers but also market stall holders 
and anyone who has an interest in the St Matthew’s 
area.” 

The scheme is being led by Norton and Proffitt 
Developments - a joint venture between St Modwen 
and Goold Estates. The retail and leisure develop¬ 
ment is part of Norton & Proffitt’s wider £90m re¬ 
generation of St Matthew’s Quarter and will create 
90,000 sq ft of new retail and leisure amenities in 
the town. 


Disaster 
changed my 
life forever: 
Ex-dancer 

“IT has moved my life in a completely 
different direction than where it was 
meant to be.” 

Those are the words of James 
Thomas, from Streetly, a survivor of 
the Costa Concordia disaster. 

The 24-year- 
old was a dancer 
working on the 
cruise ship when 
it wrecked on the 
Tuscan coast in 
January 2012, but 
he has now aban¬ 
doned that career 
path and is now 
applying for jobs 
in merchandising. 

James has since 
moved back from London, admitting 
he could no longer afford to live there. 

He said: “Day to day I don’t think 
about it.. I moved to London to move 
forward with my career. I was meant 
to do cruise ships for five years but 
this cut my experiences short. Sadly I 
ended up getting in debt and I had to 
get a normal job just to live day to day. 
I couldn’t do what I was there for.” 

James is now back at Whitethorn 
Crescent, Streetly, and while he is ap¬ 
plying for jobs he is also working with 
The Prince’s Trust to kickstart an al¬ 
ternative career in fashion. 

While some people flew out to Italy 
last week in relation to the ongoing 
legal action against Costa Crociere 
SpA, James said he was not going. 

The ship was carrying more than 
4,200 people when it capsized killing 
32 of them. 

Call for calm 
on hate crime 

HATE crime in Walsall has been con¬ 
demned again as another call for calm 
in the borough has been made. 

Statements have been released 
from council leaders and MPs ask¬ 
ing for people in 
Walsall to stick 
together following 
the EU Referen¬ 
dum result, with 
an increase in ten¬ 
sion noted. 

Pelsall council¬ 
lor Marco Longhi 
has also pleaded 
with people in 
his community 
to work together. 

He said: “We utterly condemn it. We 
believe that Walsall has a proud his¬ 
tory showing the hand of friendship 
to people of all backgrounds, colour, 
sexual orientation or religion and that 
we have benefited by the diverse com¬ 
munities that make up Walsall. 

“Having a debate about immigra¬ 
tion is an incredibly sensitive mat¬ 
ter. It is absolutely right that people 
should be able to do so without being 
described as closet racists. However, 
it is also a fact that these debates can 
provide a platform for hate to show its 
ugly face.”

for housing 

A PROPERTY expert in Walsall has 
warned that the empty homes in the 
borough will not help solve the coun¬ 
cil’s housing crisis. 

Latest figures show that some 2,835 
homes are lying empty in the bor¬ 
ough, while 8,644 people are stuck on 
the waiting list for a home. 

But Salek Miah, of Ashmore Let¬ 
tings, has warned it is not as simple 
as immediately filling the homes and 
slashing the waiting list. 

Mr Miah said that a number of the 
homes would be uninhabitable and 
require substantial work, while some 
are only vacant for an incredibly short 
space of time as they wait for a new 
tenant to move in. He said: “Problems 
like Walsall’s housing crisis, where we 
have a rudimentary numerical prob¬ 
lem of too few homes for too many 
people, the answer is clearly to build 
more property in Walsall. 

“But that, unfortunately for those 
desperately seeking to purchase or 
let a property, takes a lot of time and 
huge amounts of money. So what of 
other solutions? Why not put them 
back onto the system and help ease 
the Walsall housing crisis? 

“Surely, we can undoubtedly all 
agree that property left empty for 
years and years isn’t morally right 
with the burgeoning waiting list, not 
to also mention the issue of home¬ 
lessness. Of those 2,835 homes lying 
empty, only 1,148 properties were 
empty for more than six months. 

“The local authority has to report a 
property being empty, even if it’s only 
for a week. So, many of the Walsall 
properties are either awaiting new 
homeowners or, in the case of rental 
properties, new tenants. Also most 
certainly, some properties are being 
refurbished and renovated. 

“Anecdotal evidence suggests these 
empty houses are habitually in need 
of so much restoration that it’s not 
worth the while to do.” 

Hospital plea 
for donations 

WALSALL Healthcare NHS Trust 
wants people to search for materials 
that could make a soothing aid for 
people with dementia. 

Fabric, wool, buttons, ribbon and 
other materials could be used to calm 
people suffering from dementia. 

The team’s Debbie Shaw wants peo¬ 
ple to donate material to make twid¬ 
dle muffs, which will then be used by 
Manor Hospital patients. They are 
woollen muffs with different textures, 
such as ribbons, beads and pom poms. 

She said: “Many people would like 
to help others but can’t commit the 
time to come on to the wards and this 
is a great opportunity for them to con¬ 
tribute in a different way.” 

She would also like china crockery 
to be donated to be used at the hospi¬ 
tal.

GP Surgery put in special measures 


A DOCTORS’ surgery providing care for 2,700 peo¬ 
ple in Bloxwich has been put in special measures by 
health service regulators. 

St Mary’s Surgery on Field Road, was rated in¬ 
adequate in three out of five areas by Care Quality 
Commission inspectors. It was discovered that no 
risk assessments had been completed for health and 
safety at the surgery since 2013, while inspectors 
also found that limited medicines were available to 
treat patients in an emergency situation. 

Safety, effectiveness and leadership were all 
deemed inadequate, while responsiveness was 
deemed to require improvement and care was given 
a good rating. Staff who were interviewed during 
the inspection in February also raised concerns 


after telling the CQC inspectors that they did not 
know what emergency medicines the doctors had 
and where they were kept, while there was no cen¬ 
tral emergency box for staff to access. 

It was also noted that there was no designated 
leading member of staff to oversee any issues with 
safeguarding children and vulnerable adults from 
harm. Leadership was seen as a major problem, 
with a statement attached to the CQC report read¬ 
ing: “There was no evidence that the practice had a 
vision or strategy in place.” Other issues included 
the lack of a patient participation group, at the 
surgery, which is part of the NHS Walsall Clinical 
Commissioning Group. However, inspectors noted 
that patients had said they were treated ‘with com¬ 


passion, dignity and respect’. Professor Steve Field, 
chief inspector of General Practice with the CQC, 
said: “The service will be kept under review and if 
needed could be escalated to urgent enforcement 
action. Where necessary, another inspection will be 
conducted in a further six months.” 

A statement from Dr N D Devasia and Dr D Pa- 
nagamuwa said: “As a practice, we at St Mary’s 
Surgery realise the CQC inspection has highlighted 
a number of areas that need to be addressed. We 
have taken immediate action, and continue to work 
hard to make changes to how the practice operates. 
We are very confident that in six months, we can 
demonstrate these changes have been made; and 
that we will achieve an overall rating of Good.” 


Firebomb 

butcher's

A FAMILY who owns a halal butchers 
store which was destroyed by a petrol 
bomb said they have no idea why they 
were targeted. 

Kashmir Meat and Poultry store in Wednes¬ 
bury Road, Pleck, will need to be rebuilt after 
the blaze wrecked it. 

Bashir Hussain, whose brother owns the store, 
had a lit bottle of accelerant thrown at him by a 
man who came into the shop on Monday. 

He escaped with only bruising and phoned his 
wife Zalika Bib immediately after the attack at 
around 5.20pm. 

Mrs Bib said: “I was saying: ‘Are you joking?’ 
and he said: ‘No, I’m not joking.’ 

“It makes us feel awful. We’re not the type of 
people to make comments or anything like that. We 
have never had anything like this before.” 

Mr Hussain’s brother Jamil Hussain owns the 
shop but was not there when the attack happened. 

Police say the motive of the attack is ‘unclear’ 
and the authority cannot say for definite whether 
it was a racist attack. 

Walsall South MP Valerie Vaz said it was a 
shocking attack which took place in broad daylight. 

Disturbing 

She said: “Although it is reported that the po¬ 
lice are keeping an open mind over the motive of 
the attack, since the referendum result we have 
witnessed a surge of racially-motivated incidents 
nationally. This increase in hate crime is deeply 
disturbing. 

“I have offered my support to the owners of 
Kashmir Meat & Poultry at this difficult time for 
them. 

“I am waiting for an update from Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Jo Clews on any progress the police have 
made in the investigation of this horrific attack 
which could easily have resulted in serious injury 
or death.” 

Walsall North MP David Winnick warned any 
racism stoked up by last week’s EU referendum 
must be confronted. 

Mr Winnick said: “Whatever happened, if it was 
fire bombed, one hopes the culprit must be appre¬ 
hended. In itself it is bad enough but if it meant as 
racism it should be condemned in every possible 
way. 

“If they are using last Thursday’s vote to in¬ 
cite racism, these thugs must be told strongly and 
clearly they are not going to be tolerated. If anyone 
does not like my strong expression they can lump 
it.” 


Former councillor and community leader Mo¬ 
hammed Arif described the events as ‘distressing’. 

He said: “I am waiting to hear from the police to 
see if they class it as a racist attack but if you look 
at the fact it was a petrol bomb used then it appears 
to have some racist motives. 

“It is totally indefensible to hit soft targets 
whether it is an individual or business on racist 
grounds. 

“We have experienced isolated attacks like this 
before in the wake of 9/11 and the 2005 London 
bombings and there is no doubt that tensions have 
risen since the Brexit vote. 

“Walsall has a great richly diverse community 
and we do not want to lose that.” 

Pleck Neighbourhood Watch chairman David 


Baker said the community would pull together fol¬ 
lowing the fire. 

But he said there were occasional problems with 
anti-social behaviour. 

He said: “To be honest it is frightening, when 
you think it’s on your doorstep. 

“At the end of the day I am sick of what’s going 
on in the area because they seem to have a free rein 
over everything: fire bombs, the cars racing up and 
down. I am not happy living where we’re living.” 

But he added: “There is no racial disharmony 
whatsoever. We live in harmony and everyone 
helps everybody. I have got some of some of the 
best residents living round me in the multiracial 
area we live in and I am pleased we have got them 
by us.”

Boules bonus 
as grant given 

A WALSALL boules club is set to get 
a new lease of life after being given a 
£1,500 grant. 

The Anchorage 55 Plus Club, based 
at Leighswood Road, Aldridge, will 
use the money to improve its green, 
as well as access to the site for people 
with mobility issues. 

Founded in 1948, the club is a reg¬ 
istered charity, and also hosts activ¬ 
ities including dominoes and card 
games for older people in and around 
Aldridge. 

Maurice Underhill, trustee of the 
Anchorage 55 Plus Club, said: “Our 
boules green is one of the most pop¬ 
ular facilities at our club, and these 
improvements are important. 

“Having lost council funding, the 
club has had to work hard to become 
self-sufficient in recent years.” 

Arboretum car 
park work agreed 

PLANS have been approved to carry 
out improvements to the ‘inadequate’ 
car park at Walsall Arboretum. 

The 140-space car park to one of 
the borough’s main family attractions 
is suffering from potholes and drain¬ 
age issues, forcing Walsall Council to 
submit an application to carry out im¬ 
provements. The application has been 
approved by planning bosses. 

A statement says: “ The existing car 
park is inadequate to meet the needs 
of park visitors as it is in an extremely 
poor condition and contains large 
potholes. The Arboretum Extension 
is also used to host large scale events 
and improvements to this car park 
would benefit event providers.” 

Alert after man is 
seen with toy gun 

POLICE were called to reports that 
a man was brandishing a gun in the 
street in Walsall. Officers arrived to 
see the man enter a house in Mead¬ 
owsweet Way, where a toy gun was 
recovered following a search.

THIS month we mark Black Country Day, 
a time to celebrate the countless indus¬ 
tries which made this area the workshop 
of the world. From the Newcomen steam 
engine at Dudley, the glittering glassware 
of Wordsley and Kingswinford, the red, 
fiery furnaces of Bilston, Wednesbury, 
and Brierley Hill - the Black Country led 
the world. 

Unless, it seems, you are the headmis¬ 
tress of a school at the heart of one of our 
historic manufacturing centres. 

For centuries there has been an area 
around the outskirts of West Bromwich 
known as Guns Village. Its precise origins 
are uncertain, but around the 18th and 
19th centuries it played a major role in 
Britain’s munitions industry. 

Ok, so some of the industrialists of the 
day weren’t too fussy about where their 
weapons ended up - in many cases, the 
Confederate side of the American Civil 
War. Nevertheless, Guns Village played 
an important role in making West Brom¬ 
wich the place it is today. 

Dawn Cooper, the headmistress of 
Guns Village Primary School, believes the 
name has connotations with gun crime, 
and is inviting people to come up with 
a nice new touchy-feely name for the 
school. I suppose we should be grateful 
she didn’t use the word ‘inclusive’, which 
usually accompanies such madcap pro¬ 
posals. But if you apply the same logic 
elsewhere, should Arsenal football club 
be renamed? 

Then there’s Fighting Cocks in Wolver¬ 
hampton, which of course is associated 
with blood-sports, not to mention the Bull 
Rings in Birmingham and Sedgley. 

And what about Penny Lane, immor¬ 
talised by The Beatles? The road, near 
John Lennon’s childhood home, was 
named after John Penny, a leading figure 
in Liverpool’s slave trade. I suppose Paul 
McCartney’s lyrics could be rewritten, 
but somehow “In the road at the junction 
near the bus terminal at Smithdown Place 
there is a barber showing photographs” 
doesn’t really work, does it? Maybe the 
song should be banned altogether. Suits 
me, I can’t stand The Beatles. 

Of course, it’s easy to poke fun, which 
is why I do it. But there is a serious side 
to all this. History is littered with bloody 
and unpalatable stories, from the rise and 
fall of the Roman Empire to the Second 
World War. But this modern, ‘progressive’ 
idea that everything unpleasant or offen¬ 
sive should be airbrushed from our past 
is disturbing in an age where university 
students demand ‘safe spaces’ lest they 
be subjected to opinions they dislike. 

Guns Village will always be Guns Vil¬ 
lage, whatever the school thinks about it. 

But perhaps if schools spent more time 
teaching youngsters about local history 
rather than shielding them from anything 
unpleasant or violent, they would have 
more of a sense of identity and civic 
pride. Who knows? They might even be 
less likely to turn to crime.

Chiefs going hi-tech for 
high street shops study 

WALSALL and West Bromwich 
will be part of a hi-tech nation¬ 
wide study into the changing 
face of the high street. 

Around 1,000 sensors are being in¬ 
stalled in 81 towns and cities across 
the UK as part of the biggest-ever 
investigation into how we shop and 
where we go. 

The SmartStreetSensors are being in¬ 
stalled by the Local Data Company (LDC) 
in partnership with University College 
London and the Consumer Data Research 
Centre to get information on what is called 
‘footfall’ - the number of visits people make 
to their town centres. 

LDC already carries out research into 
shop openings and closures nationwide. 

The new devices will detect people vis¬ 
iting or passing particular shops and send 
the information to LDC’s ‘data warehouse’ 
where it will be monitored for research and 
also shown on the maps.cdrc.ac.uk website. 

Geographical 

As well as Park Street in Walsall and a 
site in West Bromwich, sensors are being 
installed in Birmingham. 

The organisers say: “The locations have 
been chosen in order to offer a wide geo¬ 
graphical spread, differing demographic 
profiles and a range of town centre profiles 
(based on health and occupancy).” 

With the rise of internet shopping in re¬ 
cent years the high street has changed as 
part of a consumer revolution. LDC data 
shows that last year multiple shop and 
leisure chains closed 1,043 stores on the 
high street, but 593 independent retailers 
opened up. 

To try and get a handle on what is hap¬ 
pening on the high streets of the UK, 

LDC has linked up with chains including 
Patisserie Valerie, Jack Wills, Tortilla,

Fly-tipper 
fears with 
rejected 
bin pleas 

AROUND 2,000 people in Walsall have had 
applications for a larger rubbish bin rejected, 
prompting fly-tipping fears. 

It comes ahead of changes for waste to be collected 
fortnightly. The council is set to scrap weekly collec¬ 
tions in October in a move to save £1 million. 

Since May more than 20,000 people have applied for a 
larger grey bin in antici¬ 
pation of rubbish piling up 
but the authority confirmed 
around ‘one in ten’ applica¬ 
tions had been unsuccessful. 

Most households in the 
borough will have a 140- 
litre grey bin for rubbish 
but with the forthcoming 
change the council has 
opened up applications for 
people to have one twice as 
big. But only households 
with three or more people 
could apply and even then 
they had to meet a criteria. 

Councillor Carl Creaney, 
who represents Willenhall 
South, has a household of 
three and was among those 
to have a bid rejected. 

He claimed if like-sized 
households across the bor¬ 
ough were similarly refused 
it would likely cause an in¬ 
crease in fly-tipping, which 
already blights the borough. 

He said: “At first the coun-

cil sent out 100 emails as a 
trial, telling people if they 
had got a bigger bin or not. 
I was one of the ones who 
was refused. It says online 
that households of three are 
eligible. 

“The major problem is 
that there is no right of 
appeal. It is just going to 
result in mass fly-tipping. I 
have spoken to the portfolio 
holder about this.” 

The council says people 
refused a bigger bin could 
dispute the decision through 
the authority’s usual com¬ 
plaints procedure, which 
could lead to a ‘waste audit’ 
measuring how a particular 
household disposed of its 
waste. 

Figures showed fly-tip- 
ping cost the council around 
£28,000 a month to deal 
with last year.

Primary turns its 
fortunes around 
with 'good' rating 


A PREVIOUSLY failing school 
in Walsall has turned around its 
fortunes to be rated ‘good’ by an 
education watchdog. 

Ofsted demanded standards improve 
at Reedswood E-Act Primary Acade¬ 
my following their last full inspection 
back on 2014. 

But following a two-day visit in May the 
Bentley Road-based school, which caters for 
around 450 youngsters, has elevated itself 
to ‘good’ according to the inspectors’ find¬ 
ings which were published last week. 

Their report states: “The principal and 
other senior leaders have ensured signifi¬ 
cant improvements since the last inspec¬ 
tion. They have set high expectations for all 
members of the school community and as 
a result teaching has improved and is now 
good. 

“Pupils now make good progress, often 
from low starting points, in reading, writing 


and mathematics. They enjoy their learning 
and appreciate what the school offers them. 

“Pupils who are disadvantaged, have 
English as an additional language or who 
have special educational needs or disabil¬ 
ity all make good progress due to carefully 
planned interventions. 

“Parents value the work the school does 
with their children and recognise and appre¬ 
ciate the improvements that the principal 
has brought about since her appointment.” 

The watchdog also compliments the atti¬ 
tude of the students, the school’s work to 
ensure pupil safety, teaching in early years 
and the governance of the academy’s spon¬ 
sor. 

Reedwood’s improvement has been spear¬ 
headed by relatively new principal and 
vice-principal team who started in January 
2015. Vice-principal Natalie Shipley said: 
“It is amazing to be rated good now. It rec¬ 
ognises all of the hard work of the staff and 
it is what they deserve.” 


MP attacks

£1,900 bill 

for fly-tip 
man caught 
on camera 

A FLY-TIPPER caught on camera dumping 
bags of rubble and debris, inches away from 
a hidden camera, has been ordered to pay 
more than £1,900. 

Duane Greenaway, of the Beechdale Estate, Wal¬ 
sall, was filmed fly-tipping at Rayboulds Bridge Road 
on May 17, 2015. He was caught illegally dumping 
21 plastic bags of rubble and excavation debris. 

The road is a hotspot for 
fly-tipping and the rubbish 
was removed from Greena¬ 
way’s house. 

Walsall Magistrates Court 
was shown footage of him 
removing the bags from a 
white Nissan Vanette and 
emptying them by the side 
of the road. 

In mitigation, magistrates 
were told that the 53-year- 
old had removed the debris 
from his garden to improve 
access for his elderly rela¬ 
tives and was not doing it 
on a commercial basis. 

He pleaded guilty to 
fly-tipping and was fined 
£740 for the offence. 

He was also ordered to 
pay costs of £1,087 and a 
victim surcharge of £74. 

Reprehensible 

Councillor Julie Fitzpat¬ 
rick, Walsall Council’s port¬ 
folio holder for community, 
leisure and culture, said: 

“These types of activities 
show a total disregard for 
the environment and will 
not be tolerated. 

“Fly-tipping has a cost 
to the taxpayers and we 
each have a responsibility 
to tackle this reprehensi¬ 
ble behaviour head on and 
we will vigorously pursue a 
prosecution. 

“A person witnessing 
someone dumping waste 
and wishing to report should 
record the following details; 
location of the incident; day, 
date, and time; type and 
quantity of waste; vehicle 
details including make and

Town's steely determination 


MEMORY LANE 


By Professor Carl Chinn 


BILSTON was to the making of 
steel as was Belfast to the building 
of ships and Bradford to the pro¬ 
duction of wool. 

Once famed for its iron, its bond with 
steel arose because of the vision and 
skills of Sir Alfred Hickman. 

Born in 1830, at 16 he was at work in his fa¬ 
ther’s business, the Groveland Ironworks and 
Moat Colliery in Tipton. He and his brother 
later took over the company, but in 1867 Al¬ 
fred struck out on his own and bought the 
Spring Vale blast furnaces in Bilston. 

A moderniser who was keen to adopt new 
processes, Hickman quickly recognised the po¬ 
tential of the new basic Bessemer steelmaking 
process when it was licensed in 1879. 

With other Black Country ironmasters 
he organised a trial to see whether local pig 
iron was suitable for conversion into steel. 
Impressed, Hickman bought three Bessemer 
converters and formed the Staffordshire Steel 
and Ingot Company, with a steelworks next to 
his blast furnaces at Bilston. 

By 1900, what was now Alfred Hickman Ltd 
was producing 3,000 tons of iron and 1,500 
tons of steel annually, and employing more 
than 2,000. Hickman’s business expanded 
greatly but after his death it was taken over 
in 1920 by Stewarts and Lloyds, a huge steel 
maker. Still the works continued to dominate 
employment in Bilston and in 1954 a new blast 


furnace was lit to replace three smaller ones. It 
was named Elisabeth after the daughter of the 
chairman of Stewarts & Lloyds Ltd, but was 
called Big Lizzie by the workers. 

This furnace produced 275,000 tons of steel 
a year. Another new blast furnace was named 
Charles. Then in 1967 Bilston Steel was na¬ 
tionalised and it became part of the British 
Steel Corporation. 

Response 

Throughout the next decade the historic 
works were threatened with closure and in 
November 1977 it was announced that they 
would almost certainly shut down in 1980. 
That would mean a loss of 2,500 jobs and po¬ 
tentially another 10,000 in firms dealing with 
the plant. This terrible news came despite the 
works having made a profit of £15 million in 
the previous three years. 

The announcement of closure was made to 
the Bilston Works Council by John Penning¬ 
ton, managing director of the Sheffield Divi¬ 
sion of BSC. In response a Joint Trade Unions 
Action Committee was set up. Its chairman 
was the then Councillor Dennis Turner, later a 
Labour MP for Wolverhampton and then Lord 
Bilston. He declared that ‘Bilston people have 


been known for their tolerance but when they 
see the injustice of these proposals their wrath 
will be felt throughout the length and breadth 
of the country’. 

Councillor Turner was also vice-chairman 
of the economic development committee on 
West Midlands County Council and chairman 
of the equivalent committee on Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Council. As such he secured funding from 
both bodies to pay for a report by experts from 
Aston University on the viability of the Bilston 
Works. This showed clearly that there were 
solid economic grounds for the future. 

As chairman of Bilston Joint Trade Unions 
Action Committee, Lord Bilston was instru¬ 
mental in keeping it open. He was amongst the 
500 workers who marched from Springvale So¬ 
cial Club through ‘A’ Gate at Millfield Road so 
that they might start rebricking the furnace. 
Alerted to what was going on, factory inspec¬ 
tors entered the site but were surprised to find 
that thanks to Councillor Turner the workers 
were covered by insurance from the Co-op. 
Faced by such determination British Steel 
were made to keep Elisabeth open. Victory 
was short-lived and in October 1980 the blast 
furnaces Lizzie and Charles were demolished. 

The memory of Elisabeth in particular looms 


large in the consciousness of the people of Bil¬ 
ston, and an important new project highlights 
its ongoing significance to the town. 

It is called ‘In the Shadow of Elisabeth’ and 
since February 2015 its volunteers have been 
collecting material relating to the final years 
of Bilston steelworks. They have brought to¬ 
gether the personal testimonies of key wit¬ 
nesses, previously unseen archive material, 
historical photos and rare artefacts for a major 
exhibition called ‘Tempered Not Quenched: 
The Battle for Bilston Steelworks. 

As the text for the exhibition emphasises, 
Elisabeth was the final blast furnace in the 
Black Country and was a symbol of the region’s 
industrial past and its future. In response the 
Bilston Joint Trade Unions Action Committee 
(BJUAC) devised a more high-profile defence 
campaign: enlisting the support of Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Trade Council to organise a mass 
‘We Want to Work’ demonstration through the 
centre of Wolverhampton in June 1978. 

Dennis Turner told the protesters: “The 
Government must be told the extent to which 
this area is going into decline. Instead of being 
the workshop of the world, the Black Country 
is going to turn into one of the biggest back¬ 
waters. If that happens the whole country will 


be worse off.” By March 1979 the battle of 
Bilston was reaching its zenith. The steelmen 
marched through London, lobbying parliament 
before holding a mass vigil outside a meeting of 
union leaders. A delegation of steelmen headed 
to Fleet Street, demanding to meet with rele¬ 
vant industrial correspondents. Upon their re¬ 
turn to Bilston, the BJUAC organised a mass 
meeting, where they announced that the ISTC 
was calling for a public enquiry. The Govern¬ 
ment, however, refused the request. 

The following October a crowd of angry Bil- 
stonians congregated in ‘safe exclusion zones’ 
around the town to watch a demolition team 
from Sheffield unceremoniously tear down 
their beloved Elisabeth. 

A letter from a Mrs Beasley to the Express 
& Star summed up the thoughts of the town: 
“Will Bilston, like the phoenix, ever rise from 
the ashes and become that thriving, bustling 
industrial market town we knew and loved? 
Rest in Peace, Elisabeth. We shall miss you 
and all that you stood for.” 

The exhibition at Bilston Craft Gallery is 
open to the public until September 17. For

A new set of youngsters 
put themselves to the test 


T hree of TV’s hardest quiz 
shows - Only Connect, 
University Challenge and 
Mastermind - all return to BBC Two 
this week, ready to challenge 
viewers’ intellects and make some of 
us feel a little bit dim. (Although at 
least with Mastermind we can 
reassure ourselves that it’s nearly 
impossible to do well on someone 
else’s specialist subject). 

However, the show most likely to 
leave viewers feeling somewhat 
inadequate is arguably Child Genius, 
which is back for a fourth series on 
Channel 4. 

For newcomers, the programme 
follows some of the country’s 
cleverest eight to 12-year-olds as 
they battle it out to be crowned 
Britain’s brightest child in the now 
annual competition, which is 
organised in association with British 
Mensa. 

It’s not just about the questions. 
The series also follows the kids and 
their families, offering an insight into 
what it’s like to be a gifted youngster 
and the different ways their parents 
have of dealing with the challenges 


involved. It also gives viewers an 
opportunity to weigh up the age-old 
nature versus nurture debate, as 
they ask themselves whether the 
kids were just born bright, or if their 
intellectual ability is at least partly 
down to parental encouragement. 

However, what we do see of the 
competition can be tough, and in this 
first episode, the contestants will be 
facing the very demanding maths 
and memory rounds. 

So perhaps it’s reassuring that this 
year the questions will be asked by 
someone with a track record for 
putting nervous contestants at ease 
- Pointless co-host Richard Osman. 
Although sadly on this show, no one 
can simply answer ‘Central African 
Republic’ and hope for the best. 

Osman is certainly a fan of the 
programme, saying: “I jumped at the 
chance to get involved with Child 
Genius. The previous series have 
been so warm and charming, and 
such a celebration of bright and 
funny kids. 

“I know I would have taken part in 
the show if it had been around when 


I was young. I would have lost very 
badly though.” 

Hopefully, this year’s class of Child 
Geniuses are feeling more confident. 
The chances are that 12-year-old 
Mog is up for the challenge, as he 
put himself forward in the hopes of 
proving that you don’t need a pushy 
parent behind you to win. 

Some of the families featured are 
taking a slightly more hands-on 
approach though, including Simon 
from Essex, who has spent the past 
three years preparing his 11-year-old 
son Christopher for the show. Their 
training has included analysing every 
previous episode to find potential 
winning strategies. 

Meanwhile, Hayley should also be 
well prepared - her eldest child 
Curtis took part two years ago, and 
now she’s back with her 11-year-old 
daughter Sophia. 

And we also get to meet Max, 
whose mum Fanny is hoping that the 
process will encourage him to 
embrace his intellect. But given that 
the youngster has ADHD, how will he 
respond to the competition?

I DIDN’T come here to be insult¬ 
ed, I thought, as the waiter beck¬ 
oned me with a ‘Mongoose, sir!” 
So where would I usually go, you 
may ask? 

I jest of course. That was my drink 
of choice at the Royal Oak, in Rushall, 
a former pub which has a new lease of 
life as an Indian restaurant. 

Zahirul Islam pulls the strings in the 
tight-knit family-run operation, which also 
features two of his brothers and a cousin. 
He jokes that he is known as Zack to cus¬ 
tomers, friends and even his close family, 
simply because people struggled to spell, or 
even pronounce his name. 

And that in itself gives an indication of 
the staffs attitude. They are a jocular crew, 
so it’s easy to strike up a rapport with them. 

We visited during Holy month, so while 


Mark Shipp tucks in 


the staff were on a fast, the delivery of our 
food was speedy. Usually the chef would 
test the ingredients before serving up, but, 
being Ramadan, could not. Instead, he had 
to use all his expertise to know exactly the 
right blend for our meals. It worked a treat. 

For the record, I tried the machli tikka, 
pink salmon, served with coconut rice. The 
other half took her choice from the signa¬ 
ture dishes and opted for the Manchurian 
chicken - which sounds like something 
Noel Gallagher would choose - served with 
mushroom rice. 

Other exotic-sounding options from the 
same range include lamb pelli pelli, mus¬ 
tard fish and jinga delight, but there’s an 
extensive menu, from a Royal mixed grill in 
the grilled section, to the more traditional 
choices or biryani dishes. Vegetarians are 


catered for with the likes of paneer birbali, 
while omelette and chips and tarragon 
chicken feature among the English dishes. 

The Royal Oak serves up a wider range 
of drinks than one would usually find at a 
licensed Indian restaurant, hence my choice 
of Mongoose. Both agreed our meals were 
delicious, and I was served a trout as an 
extra. Something fishy there, methinks. 

Essence 

But that was not our only treat. Desserts 
followed, by which time our hosts could end 
their fast, so they offered us a serving of the 
platter they were to enjoy. It was too much, 
especially after pudding, but it needed no 
second invitation as they kindly packed it 
up so we could enjoy it the next day. 

Zack has tried to keep the essence of the 
building since taking on the former pub 
just six months ago. It had been a popular 


establishment in its day and he was keen 
to bring it back into use.It’s welcoming and 
adequately decorated and ambiently lit. 

It has a separate room where customers 
can go just for a drink, or wait for a table in 
the restaurant itself. The main dining areas 
cater for up to 100 diners with an empha¬ 
sis on families, though bigger parties and 
corporate events can be accommodated, too. 

Our own position was in a prime location, 
in the far corner, looking out on adjacent 
field, watching people tend the horses or 
take them off for rides. Zack himself has 
taken the reins in his own field - and looks 
to be on to a winner. 

The Royal Oak, Daw End, Rushall, is 
open on Sunday to Thursday from 5.30 to 
11.30pm and on Friday and Saturday until 
12.30am. Zack is even looking at introduc¬ 
ing Sunday lunchtime dining and a Wednes¬ 
day banquet evening. Call 01922 614947.

IN the world of cars everyone’s looking to 
smaller engines. Yes, you’ve guessed why; 
they use less fuel, or they ought to. 

In the world of light commercial vehicles Volkswa¬ 
gen has decided to do things differently. Its latest Am- 
arok pick-up, due here before the end of the year, has 
an engine half as big again as the unit in the truck you 
can buy today. 

Out go the current 2.0 litre, four cylinder diesels, with 140 
or 180 horsepower and in comes a 3.0 litre powerplant with 
six cylinders (borrowed from some Audis) and with enough 
performance to make it the GTI of truckland. 

And the reason for this surprising looking move to more 
cylinders and more ccs? 

Buyers of the first Amaroks were happy to pay more for 
what they saw as a premium product (which it was), but 
reckoned that should mean more power than was available 
from a mere 2.0 litres. 

Then, by the end of this year the old, smaller engine 
would need to be expensively upgraded anyway, to meet 
tougher new Euro 6 pollution limits. 

The official fuel consumption test all new vehicles have 
to take reckons the bigger-engined Amarok will manage 
37.2mpg and nip under 200g/km of tailpipe emissions (just, 
at 199g/km). That is actually a bit thirstier than before but a 
little less polluting. 


Revised 

Those are figures for the beefiest of three engines that will 
eventually power this heavily revised four door load lugger. 

This 224 horsepower V6 TDI is coming first and takes the 
Amarok to 120mph and from zero to 62mph in a spritely 7.9 
seconds. 

Some time in 2017 the Hanover-built Amarok will be 
joined by engines with 163 and 204 horsepower and, pre¬ 
sumably, still better economy figures and a lower price tag 
- the precise sizes of which will not be revealed until nearer 
the launch date. Current prices start at £25,419 and expect 
a gentle uplift. 

VW thinks the new model will sell to the same sort of 
person, attracted by something that is both technically ad¬ 
vanced and tough with a solid helping of comfort thrown in. 

Minor changes to the outside include new bumpers and 
radiator grille and a new emphasis on horizontal lines that 
make an already wide machine look wider still. 

New alloy wheels and a third brake light with LED tech¬ 
nology will also help the anorak distinguish the newcomer 
from the older model. Oh, and new front mud flaps cut the 
aero drag. 


Posh 

There are bigger changes inside, where an already car¬ 
like feel is reinforced by a new dashboard where we find 
a touchscreen, radio and navigation, along with standard 
Bluetooth and the option of CarNet and App Connect sys¬ 
tems. 

We Brits like our Amaroks pretty posh, so most will have 
auto gears and be in top trim level with the second most 
powerful engine. 

On the smooth roads around Munich, where the pick-up 
is being launched to the world’s motoring press, the most 
powerful model pulled like a train and made no more noise 
than a decently refined car, which it resembled to the tiniest 
detail inside. 

Its simple (or crude in modern car terms) solid rear axle 
and cart springs only betrayed their lack of sophistication on 
concrete sections, where they set up a noticeable bobbing 
motion. 

A trip read out of precisely 30mpg seemed respectable 
- a moderately challenging off road course proved that the 
Amarok will shrug off anything an owner is likely to throw at 
his dream machine - but the 7.4mpg recorded on the rough 
stuff might be incentive enough in itself not to risk a scratch.

Ford goes 
big in the 
SUV sector 
with Edge

Designed to appeal to audiences on both 
sides of th Atlantic, Ford’s Edge is the big¬ 
gest SUV to come from the brand in several 
years. 

From the concept to the end product, the Edge is a 
new thing. It’s Ford of Europe’s first large SUV, based 
on Mondeo undergarments, but with four-wheel- 
drive, two powerful diesel engines (with more under 
consideration) and a new, premium shtick with which 
the American company wants to poke the German 
luxury brands. 

It’s part of the OneFord programme, so it’s built in North 
America and exported all over the globe with minor changes 
to suit different markets. We awkward Europeans with our 
bumpy B-roads and our derestricted autobahns had a big 
say in how the suspension and handling were tuned. 

If you’re thinking it looks a bit ‘Murican in the pictures, 
you’re not alone. But the blocky styling and slightly in-your- 
face dark wheels and detailing of the range-topping Sport 
model sing a pretty good tune in the metal. The Titanium 
model is a bit more reserved; a bit more middle-of-the-road. 
It’s improbably wide, though, with a high and highly-shaped 
bonnet, so it looks even bigger than it actually is. 

While the build and materials quality is for the most part a 
big step up for Ford, it’s competing with S line Audi Q5s and 
mid-grade BMW X3s. Even the entry-level Jaguar F-Pace 
is a rival. Next to those badges, the Blue Oval can’t really 
compete. 

Usefulness 

Where the Edge scores points is for its clever design, 
which squeezes loads of usefulness into its 4.8-metre 
length. There are bag hooks in the boot, a spare wheel, a 
cabin wide enough for three kids to sit side-by-side on bean 
bags and enough clever storage spaces to make it a night¬ 
mare for customs officials at border crossings. 

The amount of empty air around the front seats is amaz¬ 
ing. Even the current Mr Universe wouldn’t have shoulders 
broad enough to fill the width. Including the stubby mirrors, 
the Edge is well over two metres wide, and it feels it on the 
road, but it does create an implausibly spacious cabin. 

Driven back-to-back, the more powerful diesel offers no¬ 
ticeably more low-down punch. The twin-clutch automatic 
gearbox helps make the most of that, too, only kicking down 
when your throttle pedal inputs clearly ask for it. The 2.0-li- 
tre diesel might not be the most refined on the market, but 
Ford’s soundproofing and standard-fit Active Noise Control 
suppress wind and road noise like you wouldn’t believe. The 
quiet at motorway speeds (and beyond) is uncanny. 

The Sport’s variable-ratio steering is frustrating, as is 
every other system like it. Approach the same corner at dif¬ 
ferent speeds and you’ll need two entirely different steering 
inputs to negotiate it. The standard set-up is slower to turn 
the car, but feels more consistent, despite a strong urge to 
self-centre. Neither transmits any meaningful road feel. 

Sport models have a harder suspension system that per¬ 
mits less body roll, but rides with a jiggly edge on its 20-inch 
wheels that’s missing from the Titanium and its 19s. As a 
trade-off the Sport feels more planted in corners, and has 
the more supportive seats for the job. 

The model to go for is the Titanium with the Lux pack, the 
more powerful engine and the automatic gearbox, although 
to create it you also need to add the full-fat and rather bass- 
heavy Sony stereo system. All of a sudden it’s a £37,000 car. 
Add LED headlights for another £1,000 on top of that. The 
panoramic roof is £800. The £40,000 barrier is within fairly 
easy reach. Ouch. 

Clearly a Ford enthusiast, of which there are many, will 
look at the Edge as a proper family car. And it is. It’s Ameri¬ 
ca-big, so feels a bit wide for a lot of minor European roads, 
but the amount of space and practicality is incredible. If the 
German options just don’t light your candle, the Edge offers 
a new choice. 

This car summed up in a single word: Stable

Yorkshire has some fantastic scenery and, 
luckily for the motoring enthusiast, it’s criss¬ 
crossed by some pretty amazing, bendy 
roads. 

So, even when you’re driving what is clearly des¬ 
ignated a city car these open roads are actually the 
perfect place to put it through its paces. 

This was the latest, and easily the prettiest, version of the 
Skoda Citygo, and even though it is kitted out with the latest 
technology such as touchscreen and satnav, this actually 
seemed a bit of a drive down memory lane for me. 

It took me back more than 40 years to the quieter roads 
of rural Shropshire and the sheer delight of driving a classic 
Mini. 

Outright performance just isn’t an issue as you tackle 
bend after bend, revelling in the pin sharp steering, excel¬ 
lent agility and wheel at each cornerstability of the small but 
perfectly formed car. 

All good features around town, of course, where the ex¬ 
cellent all-round visibility (and lack of big overhangs to catch 
the unwary) makes it a breeze to manouvre and park. 

Citygo isn’t new, of course, and mechanically it’s virtually 
identical to its VW Group city slicker sibling, the Up! And 
the Seat Mii. 

But my ride for a couple of hours was a new special edi¬ 
tion, the Citygo Monte Carlo, named in honour of Skoda’s 
sporting heritage including its win n the famous rally in 1936, 
which first spawned the badge on the company’s Popular 
Sport Monte Carlo a year later. 

It was reintroduced in 2011 as a Fabia special edition, and 
now versions of the Yeti have gone the full Monte too. 

As for Citygo, it’s already proved it’s practicality and ap¬ 
peal to the heads of buyers with a City Car of the Year ti¬ 
tle. The Monte Carlo is an appeal to the heart, with extra, 
eye-catching red and black colour scheme (inside and out), 
sports styling, and extra equipment. 

As a means of attracting young buyers, it’s a shrewd one: 
for under £11,000 it’s affordable, economy is over 50mpg, 
you tax liability is low and, best of all, there’s an impressively 
low group two insurance rating. 

It comes with front and rear spoilers, a rear disfusser and 
lowered suspension which not only turn the standard Citygo 
into eye-candy, it also helps to give the Monte Carlo its ex¬ 
cellent handling characteristics. It also comes with 15-inch 
alloy wheel, fog lights, and sunset glass. 

Inside the red and black theme continues with a sports 
steering wheel with red sticthing, glass black dash inserts, 
special badging and bespoke, sports-style seats and a com¬ 
prehensive satnav, trip computer and infotainment system. 

These features come on top of the standard Citygo SE 
specification. A convenience pack -including cruise control 
and rear parking sensors - were options added to the test 
car to take the price up to £11,325. 

The Monte Carlo’s engine is the standard Citygo 60PS 
petrol version (a 75PS option is available in other versions) 
which is capable of averaging nearly 63mpg according to 
official tests, with a low C02 rating of 105g//km. 

The benchmark 0 to 62mph takes 14.4 seconds. The en¬ 
gine does make itself heard when you’re pressing hard to 
get up to motorway speed, or using the lower gears to set 
yourself up for corners. 

But it’s smooth and rather growly - not at all harsh and, in¬ 
deed, an essential part of the experience for the keen driver. 

The ride on some of those less than perfect Yokshire 
B-roads was surprisingly composed, particularly for a small 
car with sports suspension: full marks there to the engi¬ 
neers. 

The Monte Carlo will no doubt add youth appeal to the 
competent and cheap to run Citygo range: but from my ex¬ 
perience you don’t have to be young to appreciate. It still 
brought a big grin to my face!

Sport is the 
winner for youngsters 


MORE than 1,400 youngsters from 
across the region joined forces for a fes¬ 
tival of sport at the Black Country School 
Games in Walsall. 

A host of different sports were on offer for 
the primary and secondary school pupils, who 
all came through qualifying stages to reach the 
final showpiece. 

The Black Country School Games was being held 
for the seventh time and saw 9,000 children partici¬ 
pate this year alone. 

The event has grown at such a rapid rate over its 
short existence that the 2016 finals - which were held 
at the University of Wolverhampton’s Walsall campus 
- welcomed their 10,000th competitor. Reedswood 
Primary’s Paris Ebbans was awarded a unique trophy 
by a special guest, Wolverhampton’s double Paralym¬ 
pic athlete Darren Harris, to mark the milestone. 

Artificial 

In all, 82 schools, from the boroughs of Walsall, 
Dudley, Sandwell and Wolverhampton battled it out 
across 12 different sports, including athletics, round¬ 
ers, multi-skills, cricket, tri-golf, rugby, football, 
dodgeball and a triathlon. These were contested in 
the sports hall, on the artificial pitches and full-scale 
athletics track. 

At the end of it all, the green shirts of Sandwell 
lifted the trophy. 

Black Country BeActive headed the event. Paul 
Wicker, one of the organisers from Walsall Council, 
said: “It’s sport for young people, delivered by young 
people.” 

He added: “The idea is to create a mini-Olympics 
for the Black Country, and to have an opening cere¬ 
mony it adds to it and makes it different for them.”

ton’s Aldersley Leisure Village. BeActive director 
Simon Hall has seen first-hand how the Black Coun¬ 
try School Games have grown in stature. 

“We’re not looking for the most elite athletes in 
schools, we’re looking for ways to get more children 
active in sport,” he said. “The Black Country Games 
gives young people a chance to experience that sort of 
multi-event experience, not quite the Olympics, but 
something they can really treasure. 

“What’s been really special is being able to identify 
the pupil who was the 10,000th competitor, which is 
a huge achievement. 

“The Games are all about young people setting out 
what they want to achieve in school sports in the re¬ 
gion.” 

A former ambassador for the Games was Joel Rich¬ 
ards, who was tragically killed in Tunisia while on a 
family holiday just over a year ago. 

Joel attended Stuart Bathurst Cathlolic School in 
Wednesbury and played a huge part in local sport in 
the Black Country. 

The day’s trophy, lifted by Sandwell, was named 
after the former Black Country referee and presented 
by Joel’s brother Owen, also a recently qualified offi¬ 


cial. Wicker explained how the games have developed 
and how the organisers and leaders try to follow the 
mentality of school sports while delivering such an 
event. 

Friends and volunteers of Joel were gathered to 
raise funds for the ‘Smile for Joel’ appeal, a charity 
that aids victim support. 

Kallianne Titley and her brother were friends with 
Joel and she explained how such a monumental sport¬ 
ing event proved a perfect fit. 

She said: “Sport was what Joel did best and that’s 
what he wanted people to do. 

Remember 

“Every time I saw Joel it was through sport, 
whether it was helping him by being a guinea pig 
when he finished his A-Levels or organising an event 
or football, it was what he did. 

“There is no better way to remember him. I was 
younger and competed here when he was an ambassa¬ 
dor so I know he’d be really proud of what everyone’s 
doing.”
